Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner further explained the position taken in the Office 
action of May 18, 2007, in regard to the "concentration gradient of material" (instant claim 71, line 4) and the Alt patent. 
Regarding claim 84, the examiner suggested that the language "pores each having the general shape or form of a 
sphere" or similar would appear to distinguish over the pore shapes taught by Alt The Applicant presented arguments 
as well as potential claim language, but no agreement was yet reached as to the particulars of the forthcoming 
response to the Office action mailed on May 18, 2007 .
